First steps toward repair of 
two broken sanitary sewer lines 
in St. Louis county were re- 
ported today, following com- 
plaints to the Metropolitan St. 
Louis Sewer District that the 
lines had remained broken for 
periods of as much as two 
months. 

The district announced that 
a contract would be let today 
to repair a broken trunk sewer 
that is emptying raw sewage 
into Deer creek in Maplewood, 
and plans for a general sewer 
repair program were reported 
by the old Affton Sewer Dis- 
trict. 

Residents and officials of the 
two areas had complained that 
the Metropolitan district has 
been slow in moving to correct 
both conditions, with the result 
that sewage was flowing in the 
open, creating a health hazard 
and attracting insects and rats. 

Overload of Work Blamed. 

William Q. Kehr, executive 
director of the district, in an- 
nouncing plans for the repair 
projects, said the district has 
failed to act sOoner becayse of 
an overload of work, insuffi- 
cient personnel and time-con- 
suming procedures that must 
be followed in hiring private 
contracting firms.

The contract with Skrainka 
includes the repair of a break 
in a 24-inch sewer line near 
the Affton sewage treatment 
plant south of Francis av- 
enue, which has been the 
source of complaints from near- 
by residents.

WASHINGTON, July 31 (AP) 


—Secretary of the Air Force 
James H. Douglas asserted to- 
day the service would get better 
aircraft by slowing production 
rates. He told the Air Force 
Association about recent moves 
to reduce aircraft production 
rates to reduce expenditures. 

The association is made up of 
Air Force veterans and mem- 
bers, and others interested in 
air power. 

“Although with respect to

Douglas said that under pres- 
ent planning and the adjusted 
schedules: 

1. Air Force production at 
McDonnell Aircraft Corp., St. 
Louis, should remain rela- 
tively stable. 

2. Production of the F-105 
supersonic fighter-bomber at 
Republic Aviation Corp., 
Farmingdale, N.Y., will be at 
a very low rate ‘until we are 
able to secure the improved 
model that we require.” 

3, The production rate of 
the supersonic F-104 inter- 
ceptor at Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp., Burbank, Calif., “should 
increase considerably but not 
to the rate contemplated in 
the old schedule.” 

Little Effect on F-106. 


“The new schedule will have 
little or no effect on the pro- 
duction of the F-106 for more 
than a year,” Douglas contin- 
ued. The F-106, produced by 
Convair division of General Dy- 
namics Corp., San Diego, Calif., 
is an improvement on the su- 
personic F-102 interceptor now 
in operation. 

Douglas said that while the 
Senate restored most of the 
House reductions in the Air 
Force appropriation, the de- 


| fense money bill agreed to in 
| conference reduced the amount 
/of the Air Force request by 


more than $500,000,000. 

He said the Air Force must 
take action to reduce its most 
recent expenditure estimates 
for next year by nearly a bil- 
lion dollars, and has been seek- 
ing every means to economize.

HONG KONG, July 31 (AP) |

Chang, now in Peiping, was 
urged to return to face his ac- 
cusers. They said he had ap- 
proved “the ‘atrocities inflicted 
by counter-revolutionary ban- 
dits on members of the Hup- 
garian security forces.”

Time to Stand Fast 
As the senatorial lines tighten on the jury 
trial amendment to the civil rights bill, it is 
good news that President: Zi 
poses. any such amendment. 


no. backing and filling will occur this time. 

The President's confusion and uncertainty 
over the earlier proposal to chop out of the bill 
everything except the protection of voting rights 
unquestionably helped pass that amendment. If 
the jury-trial amendment is to be beaten, it:is 
essential that the White House npt only stand 
firm against it but exert unmistakable influence 
to dissuade the Senate from adopting it. 

The jury-trial amendment 4s calculated to con- 
fuse just such men of good will as President 
Eisenhower. It seems so plausible. Is not jury 
trial a hard-won right of the people? Is it not 
proper that, in enforcing the right to vote, crimi- 
nal contempt proceedings, at least, should be 
subject to jury trial, since they carry criminal 
penalties? | 

What those who make this specious argument 
neglect to point out is that they are seeking to 
protect persons whe by definition are both Vio 
lators of federal law and violators ef federal 


court orders. In order to be cited for contempt, ° 


a person would have had to commit some act in- 
tended to deprive another person of his right 
to vote, and then would have had to defy a fed- 
eral court injunction against the commission of 
that act. Quite clearly, jury trial for such a 
double offender is meant not to guarantee jus- 
tice but to enable a man’s neighbors to help him 
escape justice. 

Senator Morse of Oregon, who differed with 
other liberals on the procedure of considering 
the civil rights bill but is now taking a leading 
part in the fight for a meaningful and compre- 
hensive measure, put the argument well jast 
week. This former law school dean said: 

THere is not, and néver has been, a right 
of trial by jury in contempt proceedings, 
either civil or criminal. 

Civil contempt is action by the court to 
require compliance, and it may be purged 
by compliance. Criminal contempt is in aid 
or vindication of the court’s authority as a 
court to punish willful disobedience. To in- 
terpose a jury between the court and the 
defendant would be to deprive the courts of 
their historic power to preserve their own 
integrity. 

If a defendant believes a decree to be 
wrong, his remedy is appeal—not to take 
the law into his own hands. 

Senator Morse, by objecting to the Jeader- 
ship's plan for a reeess of the civil rights battle, 
has kept the Senate's nose to the grindstone. No 
doubt he made himself unpopular thereby, but 
the issue might just as well be carried through 
to a showdown. If the President would throw 
himself whole-heartedly into the battle, he could 
come closer to getting a meaningful bill passed.

‘Silent Treatment’ for Riverfront? 

Since he is a former public official as well 
as an engineer, it is odd that Robert B. Brooks 
should say what he did in a recent letter to the 
Post-Dispatch. He wrote, “Since the relocation of 
the riverfront tracks will be of no benefit to the 
railroads, the $12,000,000 difference between 
the cost of relocation and the amount authorized 
by the Federal Government will have to be paid 
for by the taxpayers of the City of St. Louis.” 

The figure used by Mr. Brooks as the cost of 
the relocation might be debated, but that is not 
the point. The real fallacy in his argument— 
and one which neither the federal and munici- 
pal governments nor the public should be tricked 
into accepting—is the implication that the Ter- 
minal and Missouri: Pacific have an inalienable 
right.te have their tracks on the levee, and 
that they must be paid to remove them. Those 
tracks, in faet, are on public property, virtually 
by sufferance only. 

This matter ostensibly has been under negoti- 
ation for months—even before the submission 
of the “leaded” report by the Chicago experts— 
so it is time to ask how these talks are progress- 
ing. Is the public—and as the riverfront memo 
rial is to be a national park, this means not only 
the people of St. Louis—being given another 
course in the “silent treatment?” Are the rail- 
roads stalling fin the hope that delay may save 
ther from meeting their obligation? 

And what are the public representatives do- 
ing? The director of the National Park Service 
has set 1964 as the target date for the comple- 
tion of the park, arch and all. That target never 
will be hit if there is endless delay about de- 
tails unpleg&ant to vested interests.

New FBI Files Test Coming 

A new court test with respect to FBI files is 
already under way. Federal Judge Mac Swin- 
ford of Kentucky, hearing a housing-fraud case, 
has ordered the FBI to produce certain docu- 
ments in conformity with the Supreme Court 
decision in the Jencks case, which held that a 
defendant had a right to see relevant FBI evi- 
dence used against him in the prosecution, 

Acting on orders from Attorney ‘General 
Brownell, a Kentucky FBI agent refused to pro 
duce the decuments asked for by the defense in 
the case. Thereupon Judge Swinford cited the 
agent for contempt of court and gave him a sus- 
pended fine of $1000 until Oet. 18. The Judge 
said it was 3 ruling that he “very much hated 
to make. f 

Presumably the Justice Department will ap- 
peal and the question of the FBI files will have 
a further clarification in the higher courts. In 
the wake of the Jencks decigion several federal 
cases haye blown up in court in places as widely 
scattered as Pittsburgh, Aflanta and Seattle. 
Criminal income tax, nareotics, fraud, lottery 
and other types of prosetutions have been 
affected. (2 

A special report from the Post-Dispatch’s 
Washington bureau said that a ¢orrective bill

- Efficiency in City Hall 

The business-like approach to municipal 
finances that would be promoted by the pro- 
posed new City Charter surely will commend 
itself to St. Louis property owners and other 
taxpayers. They pay the city’s bills, and they 
have every right to demand that spending be 
kept within. prudent bounds. That the Charter 
assures. 

A balanced budget is the principle upon which 
city financing would rest. The Charter plainly 
‘prohibits spending anything that the city does 
not have either on hand or in prospect. Ever 
since the early 1920s the municipal government 
has ended about half of its fiscal years with a 
deficit in its general operating fund: Excessive 
spending one year naturally must be made up 
by next year’s taxes. So the mandatory balanced 
budget ought to be a gain. 

Responsibility for balancing the budget is 
pinned clearly on the Mayor. At present it is 
divided among the three members of the Board 
of: Estimate and Apportionment, hardly the 
most satisfactory arrangement. Under the new 
Charter the Mayor is provided with the techni- 
.eal assistance necessary to meeting his respon- 
sibilities. 

Toward that end the Charter sets up a new 
Department of Administration in which are 
brought together all the important management 
tools of budgeting, accounting, purchasing and 
centralizing records and service. These func- 
tions now are scattered among many separate 
city departments and agencies. The new de- 
partment, in addition to assisting the Mayor in 
budget preparation, also would be authorized to 
examine the financial problems of all other de- 
partments in an effort to improve internal effi- 
ciency and avoid unnecessary spending. 

The new Charter would prevent the kind of 
financial fiasco created last month in the Board 
of Aldermen. Where the present Charter does 
not require the city budget to be adopted by 
a specific date, the new instrument establishes 
each April 16 as the start of the fiscal year and 
says the budget must be adopted before then. 
The Mayor is required to submit his recom- 
mended budget to the Aldermen at least 30 
days before each April 16. The Aldermen also 
must agree on a tax rate before the start of the 
new fiscal vear; if they fail to do so the previ- 
ous year’s rate continues in effect. 

Two other important improvements in finan- 
cial administration also would flow from the 
Charter. First, the Mayor would enjoy better 
control over the rate at which the city spent its 
money during the year. Second, he would be 
required to submit a capital budget covering 
public improvements for five years ahead. This 
would tend to assure the city of continuous, 
regular capital improvements. 

The municipal corporation is a public service 
business financed by the taxpayers. There is 
no reason why it should not be efficient and 
business-like. A favorable vote on the Charter 
next Tuesday would pave the way for making 
it so.

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Ballot Test in Argentina 

Argentina has held its first democratic elec- 
tion since the downfall of Dictator Peron, and 
the question that Argentinians are still debating 
is, Who won? 

Some 2,100,000 voters, or nearly 25 per cent, 
followed the request of the exiled dictator to 
cast blank ballots. This was a surprising show 
of strength for Peron loyalists. In addition, Dr. 
Arturo Frondizi’s wing of the old Radical party, 
which had wooed Peronistas, collected 1,750,000 
votes. 

Nevertheless, all these votes together are well 
short of enough to control the Constituent As- 
sembly which will rewrite the Argentine Consti- 
‘tution, and the Peron and Frondizi voteg cannot 
summarily be lumped together in any case. The 
two men are rivals, though vying for similar 

support. 

. Parties supporting President Aramburu’s plan 

to write antidictatorship guarantees into the 
Constitution won some 120 of the 205 Assembly 
seats, or a reasonable working margin. The 
largest single party remains the Radical bloc 
led by Dr. Ricardo Baibin, which supports the 
reform. 

If the new Argentine leadership which de 
posed Peron expected to wipe out all Peron ide- 
ology in less than two years, then obviously too 
much was expected. But the Aramburu Gov- 
ernment has won a mandate to set the nation 
on a democratic path. Now the only sure way 
to supplant Peronism with democracy is to let 
democracy work.

A Message to the People Adopted by the Board of Freeholders 


At a special election on May 8, 1956, 
the people of St. Louis elected 13 of 
their fellow citizens to a Board of Free- 
holders. Their function was to study 
and evaluate the City Charter, the writ- 
ten framework around which their mu- 
nicipal government is built. 


When the Freeholders first met, they 
were committed to no specific course, 
no predetermined action. Their first 
task was to study thoroughly the city’s 
present Charter, which was written by 
another Board of Freeholders 43 years 
ago. On the basis of that study, they 
were to decide whether the 1914 Char- 
ter was adequate for today’s govern- 
mental needs or whether it should be 
changed—either by revising parts of it 
or by preparing an entirely new 
Charter. 

The Charter outlines the responsi- 
bilities and powers of our municipal 
government. It sets up the depart- 
ments and offices which exercise those 
responsibilities and powers. It defines 
the relationship between the executive, 
legislative, judicial branches. 


In short, the City Charter shapes 
our municipal government. It must 
make possible a government that can 
provide the services that its people 
want, and that can function efficiently 
in today’s complex urban environment. 


The Freeholders were soon convinced 
of the need for an entirely new Char- 
ter. It wag obvious that the present 
City Chartef—vwritten at a time when 
many of ay’s problems and today’s 
governmenta} needs did not even exist 
—has outlived its usefulness. In fact, 
it Wandicaps the day-today operations 
of our City Government, and makes it 
more difficult to properly meet the 
legitimate needs of the people. 


It will serve no purpose here to labor 
the faults of our present City Charter, 
which have been spelled out in detail 
by three different citizen committees 
in past years. Most of these faults re- 
sult simply from the fact that the pres- 
ent Charter was written in 1914, when 
there were not enough automobiles to 
create .a traffic problem, when city 
services such as health elinics, rubbish 
collection, and enforcement of clean 
restaurant and milk ordinances were 
unheard of. 

Our present Charter virtually forces 
the municipal government to waste 
manpower and money. We doubt if 
any business could survive today if it 
operated with an organizational system 
and office rules set up in 1914. 

Now, to detail a few highlights of the 
new City Charter—which retains the 
Mayor-Board of Aldermen form of gov- 
ernment: 

1, It places responsibility for admin- 
istering city services more clearly in 
the Mayor, and at the same time pro- 
vides him with more adequate mac 
ery to discharge his responsibilities. 


2. It puts the Board of Aldermen on 
a more workable basis by reducing the 
number of aldermen to 15; and effects 
a better balance between neighborhood 
representation and the city-wide view- 
point by providing for the election of 
seven aldermen from ward areas and 
seven aldermen and the Board Presi- 
ent from the city at large. 


3. It reorganizes the administrative 
departments and many of the boards 
and commissions, providing the frame- 
work for more efficient and economical 
performances of city services. 


4. It requires the city to live within 
its income and avoid deficits, and de- 
tails procedures to be followed in order 
to achieve these objectives. 


5. It provides for a City Auditor, 
elected by the voters, to make an inde- 
pendent audit of all departments and 
agencies and to make investigations on 
his own initiative or on request of the 
Board of Aldermen, 


6. It provides for the appointment of 
a qualified Director of Traffic, responsi- 
ble directly to the Mayor, with power 
to prescribe traffic regulations in an 
expeditious and nonpolitical manner. 

7. It gives departmental status to the 
important functions of Health and Hos- 
pa Parks and Recreation, and Water 

rvice. 


8. It gives Charter status to the Avi- 
ation Commission, City Plan Commis- 
sion, and Human Relations Commission. 

9. It preserves those civil service pro- 
visions essential for assurance that ap- 
pointments and dismissals of city em- 
ployes are made on the basis of merit 
and not for political, racial, or religious 
reasons, but modifies those provisions 
which have led to confusion as to mean- 
ing or have encouraged shifting of re- 
sponsibility by appointing authorities. 

10. It provides a more adequate 
check on the Mayor and President of 
the Board of Aldermen, as well as on 
the new City Auditor, by making their 
recall easier, _ 


11. It requires the question of Char- 
ter revision to be submitted to the vot- 
ers of St. Louis every 12 years. 

The Board of Freeholders has worked 
earnestly for a whole year write a 
Charter that would De sound and work- 
able and acceptable to the voters. All 
citizens and groups have had an op- 
portunity to present their views. + After 
a preliminary draft of the new Charter 
was given wide distribution and made 
the subject of seven public hearings, 
the Board of Freeholders adopted more 
than 50 changes and improvements as 
the result of citizen suggestiors. 

The new Charter is d 


esigned specific- 
.ally for the needs of the City of St. 


Louis of today and of the years ahead. 
Its adoption will constitute another step. 
in the march of civic progress which 
voters have launched so determinedly.

Return to Sincerity 


THE LAST HERO, by Peter W. Denzer. 
(Holt, 319 pgs. $3.95.) 


Solid and massive as an antique Early 
American sideboard, this novel is a re- 
turn to sincerity from the facile “mod- 
ern” novel. Both its story, of an awk- 
ward boy growing into surer manhood, 
and its construction have durability and 
permafience. It is a good novel, sound- 
ly put together, of materials chosen 
with care. It gives the impression of 
permanence, as against the quickie for 
the fast buck. 


Louis Adar is the boy, born to a 
small intense Jewish surgeon and a 
slow, Juno-esque, blonde Gentile moth- 
er. Neither of them understood their 
son, although sometimes, between his 
professional duties, the father tried. 
And Louis, his body becoming adult 
before his mind and his understanding, 
saw only a gulf that nothing could 
bridge. Feeling unloved and unwanted, 
in the familiar 
loneliness of ado- 
lescence, he strug- 
gle@ towards per- 
sonal identification. 
Through the literal 
pains of growing 
up — he had a 
fixation for suffer- 
ing and inflicting 
violence—he final- 
ly found himself in 
the love of Anita. 

Denzer’s third 
novel has its best 
moments in the 
country setting of 
the family farm 
where the Adars retreated in the sum- 
mer from the stifling New York can- 
yons. The writer has a real feeling for 
the rural landscape and rural folk. The 
most dramatic episode, a brutal horse- 
whipping after a village “necking” 
scene, is a painting right out of John 
Steuart Curry, But the descriptions of 
purple asters and goldenrod shading a 
stone fence are passages in which 
Denzer communicates his own love for 
the countryside. 


Without any patronizing attitude or 
self-conscious writing down, Denzer 
portrays childhood, the fumbling proc- 
ess of growth, the introspective imag- 
inings of a teen-age boy. Surely, cer- 
tainly, he performs the impossible feat 
of turning back the years, which so 
many writers have tried and so few 
successfully, His recapture rings true. 

There may be more ambitious novels 
this year, aimed at higher-ranging goals 
of self-conscious artistic creation, but 
there will be none more honest.

JOLIET, IIL, July 31 (AP)— 


for freedom from an 85-year 
prison sentence denied, told 
newsmen at Stateville Peniten- 
tiary today that only death will 
end his appeals for parole. 

“T will still apply for parole 
on my death bed,” he told re- 
porters gathered in the prison 
chapel. 

In a prepared statement of 
about 300 words, Leopold, who 
has served 33 years of his term, 
said he was grateful to Gov. 
William G. Stratton and mem- 
bers of the parole board “for 
the very complete scrutiny they 
have given all the facts and cir- 
cumstances in my case.” 

“I am disappointed of course 
at the decision. Had I not hoped 
for favorable consideration, had 
I not felt that leniency was war- 
ranted I should not have filed 


my application,” Leopold said. 


clemency was denied Tuesday 
by Gov. Stratton. 

The decision squelched any 
hopés of immediate release for 
the 52-year-old convicted killer 
of Bobby Franks, 14. 

Leopold had asked for com- 
mutation of his 85-year sentence 
to 64 years. If the sentence had 
been reduced he would have 
been eligible for release early in 
December. 

After he had finished read- 
ing, Leopold said he would like 
to make a few further remarks. 

“] shall resign myself as 
calmly and as gracefully as 
within me lies to the denial of 
my petition,” he said. “I shall 
attempt to carry on as I have 
tried to do in the past my very 
small but nonetheless to me 
meaningful attempt to be use- 
ful in whatever stations of life 
I occupy.

Buck, who was born in St. 
Louis, had been a Marine for 
18 years and a master sergeant 
for nine years when he was 
convicted by a court-martial of 
larceny of government property 
and given a bad conduct dis- 
charge. 

The case involved the pur- 
chase for $50 of $496 worth of 
Marine chevrons at a military 
warehouse. The bad conduct 
discharge was changed last 
September to a general dis- 
charge under honorable condi- 
tions.

Lydia I. Hamman, lives at 6730 
Nashville avenue in St. Louis, 
has contended steadfastly that 
he is innocent and has sought 
to have his record cleared so 
he can re-enter the Marine 
Corps.

JIM BISHOP 
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RITCHIE RAN AWAY from home in Gydnia just 
in time.to be grabbed by the Russians and sent to starve 
in a Soviet camp. When he was freed, he got home in 
time to be arrested by the Germans and sent to Auschwitz, 
the living crematorium. When he arrived in the barracks, 
seven Poles were hanging from rafters over the beds. 
The S. S. troops had found a hidden radio, and the seven 
dead men had to remain hanging for a whole week. 

Steve lived in Grajewo. In 1939, when Stalin split Poland 
with Hitler, Steve's father was in the Polish cavalry. The 
Russians asked his mother where her husband was. She 
said: “In the army.” The Russians said: “Madame, you 
have two hours in which to pack anything you and your 
children can carry. Any family which cannot produce the 
father is*being sent away.”

MRS. GRUNEWALD wept. Her husband had a barber 
shop. She had a beauty parlor. They were doing well. They 
had a five-room apartment and three fine children. Her 
tears were pointless. They upset the children. In two hours, 
the Grunewalds were in a cattle car. Sixty other mothers 
with children were jammed in with them. The train had 
120 cars. It was pulled by two locomotives, and, when they 
reached mountainous areas, it was pushéd by a third. 

The train squeaked eastward. Every two days, the 
women and children were given water. Every week, they 
were given fat loaves of bread. In the center of the car, 
near the door, was a big pipe leading to the tracks. Tl 
was the bathroom. The ladies strung blankets around it. 

In a month, the train was at Tara, in Siberia. The 
temperature was 45 below zero. The Russians took the 
women and children 500 miles down the Irtysh river to a 
concentration camp. There they paid for their fathérs’ 
bravery in defending Poland against the invader.

THE STRONG survived. Boys over 10 were considered 
men. They worked cutting lumber. The snow was so deep 
that, even though the trees were cut at the base, in the 
spring the stumps stood seven feet above ground. Each 
child had to cut a number of cubic yards of trees and was 
paid in grams of flour. No cutting, no flour. 

Anyone who became ill could not cut. Thus, he could 
not eat. He became weaker, and died. Steve learned to be-

Advice on How to Retire and Be Happy 


Quitting Work Doesn't Mean — on Shelf, cou vesemide: Urges Planning Ahead 
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By Mary Kimbrough 


ETIREMENT, that «happy 
Rime when a man can ‘trade 
his alarm clock for a one- 


way ticket to Florida, can be. 


the happiest time of his life — 
if he works at it. 


The frustrations and head- 
aches of an eight-hour day may 
be put on the shelf on his sixty- 
fifth birthday, but that doesn’t 
mean he should climb up after 
og and sit out the rest of his 
ife. 

This is the philosophy of Rob- 
ert M. Creaghead of Stamford, 
Conn., executive vice president 
of Retirement Council, a na- 
tional association of top busi- 
ness executives dedicated to the 
task of debunking the idea that 
retirement is a scrapheap and 
that. once a man leaves the of- 
fice or plant for the last time, 
pension check in hand, he is of 
no value to the world. 


Creaghead, who was in St. 
Louis recently to confer with 
business leaders about the prob- 
lem, believes that preparing for 
retirement at 65 may be almost 
as important to the individual as 
preparing for his first job at 20, 
and that to leave it to chance 
is as unwise as to drift into a 
career without forethought. 


“Even in his thirties, a man 
should be thinking ahead to 
the day when he will be re- 
tired from his job and will be 
on his own,” Creaghead said. 
“Surely, he should be making 
definite plans by the time he 
is 55. 


“Today, the life expectancy of 
a 65-year-old person is approxi- 
mately 13 years. That means he 
has 13 years of living ahead of 
him ‘and those 13 years take a 
lot of planning to make them 
happy. But with the right kind 
of preparation, this can be the 
best time of his. life.” 
a * ” 
HE Retirement Council 
T which Creaghead represents 
is appealing not to the re- 
tiree, but to his boss, suggesting 
that industry would be wise to 
help employes plan wisely for 
their post-employment years. 
The council's brochure points 
out the reasons for this appeal: 
“Pension dollars alone can- 
not be expected to solve the 
complex personal and social 
problems growigg out of em- 
ploye retirement. Many drastic 
personal readjustments also are 
involved. Accordingly, a com- 
pany’s retirement program can 
be either a massive financial 
burden or a_ well-capitalized 


Fix It Yourself

Hot Porches. 

HE primary purpose of an 
T inclosed porch is to provide 

a nice cool spot that is free 
from insects. Trouble is that 
a lot of porches are a good deal 
warmer during the day than 
the house itself. 


Your average porch will pick 
up most of its heat through the 
roof. What's more, this super 
heated air will hang around 
just under the porch ceiling 
and anyone sitting on the porch 
has the feeling that he is sit- 
ting under an ‘oven which is 
just about the case. 


Porch roofs should be insu- 
lated. This is easily done in 
new construction but if the 
porch is already up the best 
way to handle it is to cover the 
porch ceiling with sheets of 
rigid three-fourths inch insu- 
lating board. This type mate- 
rial will keep a good deal of 
the heat out of the porch. It’s 
not expensive ahd is easily in- 
stalled over the old ceiling. 
Many brands come with one 
side finished and painted and 
this surface will serve as a 
finished ceiling. 


Another way to keep the 
porch cool is to make sure that 
there is a good air wash direct- 
ly under the ceiling. This is 
where the hot air collects and 
if you can provide screened 
openings along the top of the 
walls, this hot air will be moved 
out as fast as it accumulates 
and won't bother you. If, on 
the other hand, the windows 
or screened areas of the porch 
only go up a part way along 
the wall, you'll have a large 
mass of heated air above these 


. openings and this will make the 


porch warm, 


This same principle holds 
true of window awpings. If the 
awnings have side panels, hot 
air will be trapped under the 
awning and it will get hotter 
and hotter and will flow into 
the house. If the side panels 
are removed, this heated air 
will flow out from under the 
awning and the awning will 
give you maximum comfort.

“We don’t take a Pollyanna 
approach by any means,” Creag- 
head said, ‘““‘We discuss both the 
pros and cons of moving to 
Mexico or Florida or any other 
popular mecca.

“If a man thinks he would 
like to own a motel after he re- 
tires from active business, we 
want him to realize it would 
mean long hours, a great deal 
of responsibility, knowledge of 
plumbing and other repairs, a 
genuine liking for people, a 
willingness to put up with the 
headaches of motel operation.”

UT, as Creaghead pointed 
Bout there are psychological 

problems as well as physical 
and financial ones. 

“We live in a job-oriented 
society. You are identified to- 
day in terms of your job. 
Therefore, retirement presents 
people with a major status 
problem. You're on the team, 
then suddenly you're benched. 

“Then you have to ask your- 
self, ‘Am I important? How can 
I build a new life for myself 
which will be worthwhile?’ 

“We want to encourage peo- 
ple to feel that retirement is 
nothing to be afraid of, that it 
can really be the best part of 
life. But it takes planning to 
eliminate that fear. 

“We believe, for instance, 
that there should be a sort of 
rehearsal for retirement, with- 
in the first few months or year 
after a worker leaves the office 
or plant. Before selling his 
home and moving to a different 
part of the country, cutting all 
ties, he might rent his home 
for a few months and visit the 
place where he hopes to retire. 
If he likes it, fine, if not, he 
hasn't lost anything.” 

But Creaghead points out 
that each case is an individual 
one, that for some: to move 
away from the home commu- 
nity would be the best solution, 
for others, the worst. Each 
must work out his best finan- 
cial plan and each must decide 
what kind of work or hobby he 
wants to follow. 

“But we feel it is Important 
for them to lead a constructive 
life,” said Creaghead. “Sitting 
on the bank and _ fishing for 
those 13 years isnt the an- 
swer.”

Family Decisions

ECAUSE everybody knows that the opinions of the 
Prounee: members of the family should carry weight 

when decisions concerning the whole family are to be 
made parents ask for those opinions. Trouble rises when the 
decision has been made and the opinions asked afterward. 

The children ought to have a share in family doings, a 
voice in family affairs, but parents have to be careful about 
the occasion for the sharing. There are decisions, e are 
hopeful plans, that only the parents can make and 
should not be open to discussion. For example the 
amount of insurance a father should carry, the health care 
ef the children, the use of the car, hours and places of 
entertainment. Such things are not matters of discussion 
but decisions made beforehand and given to the children 
as matters of fact not to be argued.

THE OPINIONS of the children should be asked on 
matters they have had some experience with and which 
touch them personally. They should be allowed a choice 
between two safe elections. Younger ones should choose 
between a red sweater or a blue one for instance. Older 
ones cah choose between the styles offered and have their 
choice respected even though it seems unwise. Making mis- 
takes in situations of lesser importance is the surest way 
of gathering wisdom. The girl who selected the wrong dress 
and finds she must wear it out will be wiser next time and 
perhaps lend a more attentive ear when advised. So too, 
with the boy who insists upon having sneakers when he 
needs shoes. He will learn the hard way. 

By all means allow the young people of the family to 
have a share in making family decisions that concern them 
directly but respect those opinions once they are asked for. 
If the children’s views are wiped off they will feel worse 
than if their opinions had not been asked. 

Children are intelligent people and they are often wiser 
than their elders know. Give them at least a respectful 
hearing.

Boycott by 


Negro Group 
In Alabama

NEW YORK. 

TRANGE things are going 

on in Tuskegee, Ala. Because 

the Negroes have decided to 
boycott white merchants, the 
headquarters of their *organiza- 
tion was raided—by order of 
the attorney general of the 
State. 

It seems to me that the Ne- 
groes have as much right to 
decide where they want to shop 
as the city officials had to de- 
cide that they will change the 
city boundaries so as to ex- 
clude the Negro district. This 
change in the city boundaries 
means that the Negroes will be 
prevented from voting in city 
elections, and as far as I can 
see, the Negroes have every 
right to protest. 

Shame upon a government 
servant such as John Patterson, 


Alabama’s attorney general, 
who led the raid. A national 
organization, such as the Na- 


tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People 
is doing no wrong in helping 
the Negroes of Alabama to or- 
ganize this type of boycott. 
They are behaving in a com- 
pletely legal and orderly 
fashion. Economic pressure is 
being used, but the southern 
whites have used economic 
pressure on the Negroes in 
many areas.
